The new water line on 
Liberty Street is also currently 
being installed. Our plans for 
the South Westfield Street Sani¬ 
tary Sewer are 90 per cent com¬ 
plete, and it will be put out to 
bid shortly. The plans for the 
North Westfield Street Sidewalk 
are' nearing completion. The 
Highland Street Surface Drain¬ 
age will also be installed this 
month.
